I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  my  report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  your  district  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1937. 

1.  GENERAL. 

The  District  has  an  area  of  10,950  acres,  with  a  rateable 
value  of  /,17,788,  which  is  an  increase  of  ;£499  and  a  Id.  rate 
realizes  £70  17s.  3d.  There  have  been  no  new  industries 
started  in  the  area,  so  it  remains  chiefly  agricultural,  apart 
from  the  brush  making  trade. 

Population,  estimated  at  mid-year,  is  given  me  as  5,148, 
a  decrease  of  25. 

Council  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  numbered  218, 
and  were  all  tenanted  ;  an  increase  of  seven.

No  death  is  recorded  from  a  Puerperal  cause,  or  from 
Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  or  from 
Diarrhoea  (under  two  years  of  age).

4.  NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

(other  than  Tuberculosis)  numbered  38  :  Scarlet  Fever, 
28  cases;  Diphtheria,  2  cases;  Pneumonia,  3  cases; 
Erysipelas,  1  case ;  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  4  cases. 

I'he  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  which  was  experienced 
in  1936  (21  cases)  persisted  throughout  1937.  It  was  of  a 
generally  mild  type.  18  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Wicklewood.  There  were  no  deaths. 
The  two  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  sisters  who  contracted  the 
•disease  in  Norwich  ;  they  were  treated  at  home.

It  must 
be  borne  ill  mind  that  a  large  number  of  mothers  included 
in  the  above  attend  from  Hethersett,  and  which  at  the  time 
of  going  to  press  (May),  is  opening  a  Clinic  of  its  own. 

6.  HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  District  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  1,591,  of  which  218  were  owned  by  the 
Council.  With  a  population  of  5,148,  this  gives  a  house  for 
every  3‘2  persons.

difficulty  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report  of  providing  two- 
roomed  bungalows  for  aged  couples,  at  an  economical  cost,  is 
being  overcome  in  the  near  future.

The  Parish  of  Hingham  consumed  1,692,900  gals,  from 
1st  January,  1937  to  31st  December,  1937. 

Average  daily  consumption  in  Wymondham,  70,575  gals. 


A  recent  bacteriological  analysis  reads  :  “This  water  is 
<of  great  organic  and  bacteriological  purity  and  free  from  all 
-trace  of  pollution.  It  is  of  excellent  quality  for  drinking  and 
all  the  purposes  of  a  public  supply.” 

Water  connections  made  to  houses  during  the  year  were 
.81,  and  the  total  now  connected  is  770,  including  the  218 
Council  houses. 

8.  DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  &  SCAVENGING. 

Mr.  Maughan  reports  fully  on  these.  The  offensive  odour 
at  the  outfall  works  has  practically  ceased.  I  should  like  to 
see  the  anti-litter  campaign  strengthened. 

9.  MILK  IN  THE  SCHOOLS. 

This  scheme  is  carried  on  as  previously.  See  further, 
under  paragraph  11,  Physical  Fitness  and  Nutrition. 

10.  THE  SWIMMING  BATHS. 

Are  kept  in  a  sanitary  condition  and  the  public  make 
full  use  of  them  during  the  summer  months. 

11.  PHYSICAL  FITNESS  CAMPAIGN. 

The  Council  have  appointed  a  Sub-Committee  to  consider 
what  action  can  usefully  be  taken  to  further  this  desirable 
■object.  It  appears  that  the  provision  of  a  suitable  recreation 
ground  is  a  prime  necessity,  and  I  would  like  to  see  this 
acquired  as  soon  as  possible. 

With  the  whole  question  of  Physical  Fitness  is  linked 
up  that  of  adequate  Nutrition  from  birth  to  adolescence,  and 
following  up  my  suggestions  on  this  point  in  last  3^ear’s  report, 
1  submitted  certain  concrete  proposals  to  you,  the  gist  of  them 
being  : 

(a)  The  provision  of  accredited  milk  at  a  reduced  rate, 
(say  2d.  a  pint),  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
of  the  working  classes,  on  application. 

(i?)  The  same  for  each  child  up  to  the  age  of  five  years. 

(c)  The  milk  to  be  supplied  through  the  ordinary  channels 

by  voucher  to  the  producer — retailer. 

(d)  The  scheme  to  be  financed  by  the  Count^^  Council,  who 

in  turn  should  get  the  necessary  supplies  at  a  cheaper 
rate  with  Government  assistance. 

If  the  Milk  Polic^^  of  the  Government  as  outlined  at 
present  becomes  operative,  some  such  scheme  could  become 
practicable.  The  next  step  therefore  lies  with  the  Government. 
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12.  SUMMARY. 

1937  has  been  a  healthy  y^ear.  The  birth  rate  has  risen 
from  ITO  to  15’7,  and  the  death  rate  is  much  the  same  as  last 
year  at  ITO.  With  the  elimination  of  slum  dwellings,  the 
abatement  of  overcrowding,  the  provision  of  a  recreation 
ground,  Wymondham  with  its  excellent  water  supply  and 
sanitary  and  social  services  should  attract  a  larger  population. 


I  desire  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  the  Council 
and  its  officials  for  the  ready  help  afforded  me  as  your  Medical 
Officer  during  the  year.

SANITARY  INSPECTORS'  REPORT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Wymondham 

Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  herewith  my  third  annual  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  1937,  relating  to  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  area. 

HOUSING. 

Since  my  last  report  the  Housing  Act  of  1936  has  come 
into  force,  repealing  the  major  parts  of  the  1930  and  1935  Acts, 
and  defining  the  accommodation  to  be  provided,  proportionate 
to  the  size  of  the  family,  in  new  houses  provided  for  purposes 
of  slum  clearance  or  abatement  of  overcrowding.  The  number 
of  inhabited  houses  in  the  district  in  1937  was  1,591.  During 
the  year  the  Council  provided  six  new  houses  in  pursuance  of 
their  slum  clearance  programme,  and  twenty-one  new  houses 
were  provided  by  private  enterprise.  The  provision  of 
additional  houses  by  the  Council  is  attended  by  some  financial 
difficulty.  Assuming  an  average  sized  family  of  five,  the 
building,  land,  water  and  drainage  costs,  but  excluding  roads, 
averages  £440  ;  and  this  amount  requires,  with  a  sixty  year 
loan  period,  plus  an  allowance  for  district  rates  and  main¬ 
tenance,  a  gross  weekly  rental  of  approximately  10/-  per  week, 
which  is  higher  than  the  average  rent  paying  capacity  of  those 
inhabitants  requiring  to  be  re-housed.  The  number  of  houses 
owned  by  the  Council  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  218.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  piped  water  supply  to  the  greater  number  of  dwelling 
houses  within  the  area  is  efficiently  maintained  ;  no  complaints 
as  to  quality  or  quantity  having  been  received  from  the 
consumers  during  the  year  covered  by  this  report.  During 
1936  an  agreement  to  afford  a  bulk  supply  to  the  parish  of 
Hingham  was  entered  into  and  the  supply  was  commenced  on 
May  29th,  1936.  During  1937  the  total  average  daily  consump¬ 
tion  of  pumped  and  softened  water  had  risen  to  75,213  gallons, 
as  compared  with  54,000  during  the  previous  year.  During  the 
year  extensions  to  the  distribution  mains  for  supplies  to 
twenty-two  new  Council  houses  at  Silfield,  and  for  an  improved 
supply  to  Tuttle’s  Lane  houses  were  made.  It  is  satisfactory 
to  note  that  additional  service  supplies  are  being  taken  from 
the  mains  ;  105  such  connections  having  been  made  during  the 
year.  The  water  as  pumped  is  softened  from  17’5  to  7  degrees 
of  hardness  by  a  lime  reduction  process,  and  afterwards  filtered 
through  pressure  filters. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  sewerage  system  generally  is  working  satisfactorily. 
During  the  year  extensions  to  the  sewers  have  been  made  at 
Silfield  for  the  drainage  of  new  houses,  and  the  tanks  at  the 
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disposal  works  have  been  repaired.  Since  my  last  report 
forty-four  additional  premises  have  been  connected  to  the 
public  sewers,  excluding  newly  erected  buildings.  This  figure 
is  an  improvement  on  the  previous  year.  A  sample  of  the  final 
effluent  from  the  disposal  works  was  analysed  in  September,, 
1937,  and  the  Analyst  reported  that  “this  is  a  most  satisfactory 
effluent  with  a  high  degree  of  nitration  and  moderate  solids  in 
suspension.  In  respect  of  putrescible  matter,  it  is  of  better 
quality  than  the  sample  examined  in  October,  1936.”  The  use 
of  alumino-ferric  to  hasten  the  precipitation  of  soapy  wastes 
is  being  continued.  Since  my  last  report  two  additional  beds 
for  sludge  dr^dng  have  been  formed  and  put  into  use,  and  some 
repairs  to  the  Council’s  buildings  at  the  works  were  carried 
out  during  the  year.  The  council  is  now  considering  the 
provision  of  sewerage  facilities  to  twenty-two  existing  houses 
in  Tuttle’s  Lane  which  are  now  drained  to  cesspools. 

RIVERS  POLLUTION  PREVENTION  ACTS. 

No  complaints  as  to  pollution  of  rivers  or  streams  wfithin 
the  district  were  received  during  the  year  ;  nor  was  it 
considered  necessary  at  any  time  to  have  suspected  pollutions 
analysed. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  factories  in  the  district 
are  satisfactory,  and  the  sanitary  accommodation  at  the  two 
larger  factories  has  been  enlarged. 

SHOPS’  ACTS. 

The  administration  of  Section  10,  (3),  (4),  (5)  of  the  Act  of 
1934,  is  dealt  with  by  the  District  Council,  and  during  the  3^ear 
seventeen  such  premises  affected  by  these  statutor}^  provisions 
have  been  inspected.  In  each  case  the  circumstances  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES’  ORDERS. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  all  dairies  and 
cowsheds  in  the  district  have  been  inspected,  and  there  is 
nothing  adverse  to  report.  The  majorit3^  of  the  milk  traders  in 
the  district  are  licensed  annuall3/  for  the  production  of  Grade  A 
milk,  aiid  before  a  license  is  issued  the  premises  must  be 
structurally  and  otherwise  suitable.  The  collection  of  samples 
for  analysis  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders, 
1923-36,  from  milk  producers  in  the  district  is  dealt  with  by 
the  District  Council.  During  the  period  covered  63^  this  report 
eight3^-eight  such  samples  were  collected  and  taken  to  the 
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County  Council  laboratory  at  Norwich.  Of  this  number  thirty- 
seven  failed  to  pass  the  laboratory  tests  at  the  first  periodical 
sampling.  The  premises  at  which  the  Grade  A  milk  is  produced 
are  maintained  in  a  clean  and  satisfactory  condition.

BAKE-HOUSES  AND  SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

The  bake-houses  and  slaughter-houses  in  the  district  are 
inspected  from  time  to  time  to  ascertain  whether  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Orders  and  Regulations  are  being  carried  out. 
With  the  exception  of  occasional  defects  of  a  minor  character, 
which  are  usually  remedied  by  the  person  responsible  without 
delay,  the  condition  of  the  premises  is  satisfactory. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH.  MEAT  REGULATIONS. 

During  the  year  1937  the  following  carcases  were 
examined  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations,  Section  3  : — 
Beasts,  31  ;  Calves,  4  ;  Sheep,  38  ;  Pigs,  103.  Of  these,  eight 
carcases  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
The  retail  shops  in  the  district  are  fitted  with  cold  storage 
appliances  and  the  premises  are  maintained  in  a  clean  condition. 
No  cases  of  food  poisoning  from  the  consumption  of  meat  have 
been  reported.

DISINFECTION. 

Following  cases  of  infectious  disease,  ten  dwelling  houses 
were  disinfected  during  the  year.  No  case  of  bug  infestation 
has  been  recorded. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  removal  of  domestic  refuse  from  the  greater  number 
of  houses  in  the  district  is  carried  out  weekly  by  annual 
contract ;  the  collected  wastes  being  dumped  and  covered  with 
a  view  to  land  reclamation  on  a  low  lying  site  near  to  the 
London  Road  and  some  distance  away  from  occupied  houses. 
The  work  of  collection  generally  is  carried  out  satisfactorily,  and 
the  covering  of  the  dumped  material,  the  most  important  factor 
in  disposal  by  this  method,  is  done  by  the  Council.  No  com¬ 
plaints  as  to  nuisance  from  the  disposal  site  were  received 
during  the  year  covered  by  this  report.  Road  and  gulley 
cleansing  and  snow  clearing  are  carried  out  b}^  direct  labour. 

TOWN  PLANNING. 

Since  my  last  report  considerable  progress  has  been 
made  by  the  Joint  Committee  in  the  preparation  of  the  planning 
scheme  covering  the  Council’s  district,  and  the  draft  scheme 
having  been  completed,  it  is  now  being  considered  by  the 


Council  with  a  view  to  its  approval.
